Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 16, 21 - 23 and 27 - 29, drawn to method, system and 
computer readable medium for recording evidence of consent using a 
recording system involving relying party and affirming party, classified in 
class 705, subclass 1 . 

II. Claims 17 and 18, drawn to method for recording evidence of consent by 
a recording system involving relying party and affirming party where 
relying party associates transaction identifier with a transaction, classified 
in class 705, subclass 1 . 

III. Claims 1 9 and 20, drawn to method for generating evidence of ascent to a 
proposition involving a party, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

IV. Claims 24 - 26, drawn to method for entering in to a contract where a 
party receives a contract including instructions, classified in class 705, 
subclass 1 . 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
